WASHINGTON CITY, May 12.— One of the 


leading bimetallists, who has boon converted 
to tho belief that tho best interests ot silver 
require tho suspension of tho coinage of tho 
standard silver dollar, supports his theories by 
original view*. * "\Vhilo ho favors tho use of 
both gold nnd silver as the metal moneys of 
the world, hu believes that if tho silvor 
coinage should continue tho effect would be 
that gold would advance to a premium over 
sivor coin aud be oxportod, while silver 
would sink to tho bullion rate and become 
substantially the standard of value, ns in 
India and Mexico, whoio there is nn un- 
limited coinage; that upon tlio suspension 
of silver coiuago in tho country the $27,- 
000,000 worth of silvor bullion now an- 
nually retained and coined into silvor when 
thrown upon tho London market will groatly 
depress tho price of bullion, to perhaps three- 
fourths of its present value. This would re- 
sult iu a serious disturbance in exchanges bo- 
twoori tIu£Ei:rop«uu commercial nationsaud 
the Oriental nations using silvor, and possi- 
bly might induce thum to assist in the effort 
it has for several years been making to estab- 
lish au international monotary standard.

Vfo couldn't bear to bo set back 


again ill that lino to tlio old -ways that our 
fathers thought wero protty good. Thoro 
woro ho stamps and no envelopes, and no 
mucilage. Tho paper was folded up like a 
thumb-paper, and 
QUO side slipped in Iho 


other and sealed with a wafer, Tho little 
schoolboys, you know, had to use tlrjnib- 
papers in their ppelling-books to keep them 
clean whoro their dirty thumbs l:opt the 
pages opou. Girls didn't have to use them, 
for thoy were nicer and kept their hands 
clean, and didn't wear out tho loaves by tlio 
friction:of their fingers. 


Boys aro rough tilings anyhow, and I don't 


sea what a nice, sweet, clean, protty girl 
wants with one of'em. 
Girls they say ara 


made of sugar and spice and all tbat's nice, 
but boys aro made of snaps and snails and 
puppy dogs tails. Josophus says, that when 
tbo queen of Shoba was testing Solomon's 
wisdom, she had fifty boys and flfty girls all 
dressed alike in girls' clothes dud seated 
around a big room, aud asked the king to 
pick out tho boys from tho girls, aud bo culled 
for a basin of water and had it carried 
around to each ono and told them to wash 
their bands, Tho girls all rolled up their 
sleeves a little bit, but tho boys just sloshed 
their Lauds in any way and got water all 
.over their aprons, and so tho king spotted 
every mother's son of 'em. 


Tbo postage used to bo regulated by the 


distance that Uuclo Sarn carried tho letters. 
It was 1-X cents anywhere in the state, and 
13% cents to Charleston, and 25 cents to Now 
York. It was novel- prepaid, A man could 
afflict another with a pistareon letter that 
wasn't worth 5 cents, 
A pistaroon, you 


know, was 13^ cents—that is a 7 pence 
and a thrip. Wo bad no dimes or half dimes. 
Tho dollar was cut up into eighths instead of 
tenths. When a countryman called 'or let- 
tors and got ono he would look at -it somo 
time and turn it over and meditate before ho 
paid for it, and vory often tbey would say, 
"Wharo did this letter conoe from?" Well, I 
would say for instance, "It come from Dah- 
Jonega—dont you see l>ahlonega written up 
ou tho corner?" Thou bo would say, "Well, 
I rockcn it's from Dick, ray brother Dick, 
He is up there digging gold. Dont you 
reckon it's from Dick?" "1 reckon it is," 
said I. "Why doct you open it and seo'i" 
"No, I'll wait until I get homo. They'll all 
•want to BOO it." When ho got homo tho let- 
ter would be an event in the family, aud per- 
liapfi it would take them a half an hour to 
wiido through it aud make out its contents 


Kino out of ten of tboso country letters be- 


gan, "I take my pun iu baud to let you know 
that I am woll, and bopo those few lines will 
find you enjoying the saaio blessing." .My 
fatliei1 l:opt store, aud his country customers 
used to ask uitu to write their letters for them, 
and he always sont them to me, and most-of 
them told me to begiu their letters that way. 
There was uotmoro than ono in five could 
write, but tboy wero good, clever, honest 
people, and paid tbeir debts, but thoy hardly 
ever paid up in full at the end of tho year, 
aud so they gave their notes for tbe balance 
and mado their mark. iMy father used to say 
that ho had known cases where a man swore 
off bis written signature, but ho never know 
a man to deny bis mark. 


Our big northern mail used to come in a 


stage from Madison twice a week, and I used 
to think tbo sound of tbe stage horso as the 
Btage camo over the hill was ono of the 
sublimost things in the world, and I thought 
tliat if I over got to bo a man I would bu Q 
stage driver If I could. Well, I como pretty 
near it, for my father hod birod a man to 
ride tbo mail to Roswell and back twice a 
week, aud tho man got sick and so my father 
put me on a drumedary of a horse aad the 
mail in some saddle-bags buhind me, and I 
bad to make the forty-eight miles in a day 
and kopt it up all winter. I likod to have 
frozo several times, and bad to bo lifted off 
the horso when I got home and It nearly broke 
my mother's heart, but I was getting a dollar 
a trip and it wa« my money, and so I 
wouldn't back out. Tho old women on thi 
route used to crowd mo witb their little com- 
missions and get me to bring them a littlo 
popper, or copperas, or bluing, or pins and 
needles, or get mo to take along socks and sell 
them, and so I made friends and acquaint- 
ances all tbe way. The flrst trip I made, an 
old woman hailed mo and said, "Aro you n 
mall boy3" "Why, yes, mam," said I, "yo-j 
didn't think I was a female boy, did you." I 
thought tbat was mighty smart, but it wasn't 
very civil and it made her so mad she never 
told'mo what she wanted, and as she turned 
her back on mo I board her say, "I'll bet he 
is a little stuck up town boy." 


My father was postmaster for nearly thirty 


years. It didn't pay more than about Z200 a 
year, but it mado his store more of a public 
place. Ho didn't know tbat anybody olse 
hankered after it or was trying to get It, but 
aU of a sudden be got bis orders to turn ovor 
the office to another man, an old lino Whig 
and a competitor in business. 
It mortified 


him very muca and mado us all mad, for 
there was no fault found with bis manage- 
ment, and ho never took much interest in 
politics, but voted for tho man he liked the 
best whether he was a Whig or a Demo- 
crat. When he found out that Alok Stephens 
had it done he wasn't ft Stephens man oijy 
more, and I grow up with an idea that Mr. 
Stephens was a political fraud. I didn't un- 
derstand tho science of politics as woll as I 
do now. J told Mr, Stephens about it one 
night in Millcdgevillo when we wero all in 
<J 


good humor and wero talking about tho old 
tiraoa of Wliigs and Democrats, and ire 
siuilod and said. "Yos, we bad to do tbcsi 
tilings, and sometimes they were very dio* 
agreeable."

I'lie Successful Actor Is He Who 


Follows His Xoae-.-The Over- 


Die ng Fatal as the Fas 


---The Tragic. 


[Now York Journal.] 


Two actors sat discussing "Iho Gladiator" 


one night lusi week at tho Star thoatro. Tbo 
jirincipal gontleiuan supporting Mr. MoCul- 
loujrb way on tho staf^o, and. with his froat- 
fucu to tho audience was declaring somo 
iioroicspc'ocli. He looked noblo and spolco 
\voll and appeared every inch & tragedian. 
Ho turned bis side-face, and tba illusion was 
gone. 


"Tbat man will never make a trugodiau," 


said ono of the actors. 


"Wliyi" asked tlio otbor. 
"Because lie has a turn-nil noue," answered 


tbo first, "and you will notico that nobody 
without a Rood long noso evorplayod tragedy 
acceptably." 


Then they got into a discussion on noses. 


But tho remarks suggested a topic, and Tho 
Journal writer spoko to Mr. Horace Mc- 
Vickor about it. This young goutlomau, tbo 
brotbcr-in-law of 
Edwin Booth, -thought 


there was a good deal in tho tragic nose. 


"Look at Edwin Booth's face," ho said. 


"The noso is the most strikiac; feature of It at 
tho first glance. It is a long, pronounced 
nose, neither thin nor fat, and suggests 
character and lends au ample proportion to 
tbo face. It is not an over-big noso—that is 
as fatal as a pug-noso. Botb of these sug- 
gest comedy. Bur tho Homan and tho aqui- 
line nose are tho distinctive badge of groat 
actors as they are of great genorala. "Wel- 
lington had tbo inost pronounced nose of his 
time. You can't think back of any tragedian, 
taking his picture as an example, without 
being struck by this fact. 
Kemblo had n 


long noso; so had llacready. Edmund Kean 
bad a pronounced iioso and so had tho older 
Booth, though it was broken. Nevertheless 
it was there." 


"Wo used to say," said John 1?. Smith, 


"that Booth and George Fox had tho most 
pronounced nosos of tbo day. 
But Fox had a 


coinedy nose. It WOB so long that it would 
hav.o ruined him for tragedy. Yet when ho 
p:ayed tbo burlesque on Hainlut tha re- 
sombianco to Booth was quite striking. A 
quarter of an inch more on Mr. Booth's nose 
and bo could noc have been a tragedian. Take 
a quartor of an inch off ilcCulloucb's nose 
and bo would have followed some other lino 
of business. Tho uoso in tragedy is essential, 
and it must bo so long or it won't do, 


"McCullough's is essentially that of the 


Homan, acd that is why ho is spoken jof 50 
often us being the ideal Virginiua In appear- 
ance. It gives character to tho' whole part, 
and there is nothing inoro .Romanesque than 
tbo side 1'aco of Mr. ^tcCullough in a picture. 
G. V. Brooko, one of tho best actors of hLsday 
bad a long noso, and John Scott was pro- 
uouncod In this respect. Tho only man who 
ever succeeded in tragedy with a broken 
nose was the elder Booth, and his own tre- 
mendous personality remedied this. 


"If you want confirmation on this point," 


said an English actor with a little pimple on 
his face whoro tho noso ususally is, "look at 
Henry Irving. It is full, long, curved and 
pronounced without being too thick. Hia 
imagination is strong, bis knowledge is great, 
but where would ho bo with a nose like mine 
—playing comic serving-men or butts—tho 
poor devils tho author always conceives oa 
proper to bo kicked off tho stage when be 
wants to bring down tho houso? I have- to 
wear a kicking shield half tho tlmfc becauss 
my noso is not as long as Irving's.'' 


"Don't quota mo," said an actor who him- 


self has nod some aspirations in tho tragedy 
line, "but when I saw that Fred "Wardo had 
left his company after two seasons of loss, I 
said to myself that it was tho natural result 
of a turn-up nose, "vrtien a man is prosper- 
ous that is all right But a man cannot af- 
ford to turn up his uoso when he isstruggllng 
for recognition Fred Wardo is first rata iu 
tbo second position, but they won't have his 
noso in tho Koman father and that sort of 
thing.

Becauso of his none Barrett never tackles 
Roman parts, cscept tho snappy, irasciblo 
part of Cassius. 
Ho has something of a 


turn-up noso, and it will answer well enough 
for Yorick or somo fat Lanciotto, but it 
breaks down tbe grandeur of. Richelieu. 
Barrett was meant for a comedian, anyway. 
In bis younger days be used to play 'Rose- 
dale' and pieces of that kind, and tho noso 
was all right. Do you know that an actor's 
lino of business is very much determined by 
Lhat very member? Coghlan always aspired 
;o tragedy, but bis noso wouldn't permit him 
to adopt it. His noso killed his Hamlet— 
nothing else. Osmond Tearlo is a good actor 
who, 
in tho north of England, played 


tragedy. But lie has a light comedy nose 
.vith a tragedy voice. That is tbo combina- 
tion that make him flrst-rato in melodrama 


•a cut between the two. 
"Comedians make a great deal of their 


nosus. Somo oven paint them to make them 
nioro pronounced, and tharo is a general 
!doa that a red nose is comic. Now, McCul- 
oiigh couldn't bo a comedian any more than 
Stuart Robson could play Virginius—voicei 
and noses are opposed to it, though it m&y 
never have struck you that way. 


ate H. J. Montague was another man 


with a light comedy nose, pretty andattract- 


•e, but thin and wanting in character. Ho 


could novoi* liavo gono beyond his bailiwiclc.
